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DECISION ON PETITION 


This is a decision on the petition filed by facsimile transmission on July 6, 2004 by which petitioner 
requests withdrawal of the holding that this application stands abandoned for failure to file a timely 
and proper reply to the Office letter dated October 27, 200304. The petition is considered pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.181, and no fee is required. 

The petition is granted .
